Constantinople,- April 2 4.—The sultan yielded to the 


constitutionalists'at-4 o'clock this afternoon, but whether 
his surrender was with or without conditions, has not 
been announced.

Of the five thousand men at the disposal of his 


majesty yesterday, all have been' either killed, wounded 
or captured, or have escaped.

Constantinople, April 24.—The forces ' 


t>t the Toung Turks entered Constan- 
tinople'this morning, at 5 o'clock and 
after severe fighting in .the streets of 
the city, in which it is estimated 1,000 
.men were killed or wounded, the Turk- 
ish capital was" completely in their 
possession by 1 o'clock this afternoon. 


The constitutionalists are now pa- 


trolling the city, and .order is being 
maintained. The foreign residents are 
believed to be in no danger. 


The sultan is safe at Yildiz Kiosk. 


A number o£ shells dropped within 
the confines of. the palace, whereupon 
the commander of the forces there 
hoisted the white flag . and at once 
opened negotiations to surrender. The 
terms of this surrender are now being 
discussed and the commander of the 
constitutional army has given until 
4 o'clock this afternoon for a final an- 
swer. Tildiz Kiosk is completely sur- 
rounded by the men from Salonika.. 


Resolute Defense Offered. .

who were in the city were escorted in 
safety to a steamer in the harbor. The 
Americans remaining in Constanti- 
nople today are all safe. 


Several foreigners nre said to have 


been wounded. Among them is Fred- 
erick Moore, a newspaper man from 
JCew Orleans, who was shot in the 
neck. 'Mr. Jloore's injury, however, is 
not serious, and Ambassador Leish- 
man has arranged to have him taken 
to the French hospital.

Excellent Order Prevailed. 


Despite the fighting, excellent order 


prevailed in the city for a while, but 
later panic ensued and thousands be- 
gan fleeing. Detachments of military 
cadets, commanded by officers o£ the 
constitutionalists are protecting the 
foreign embassies and every possible, 
measure has been taken to prevent dis- 
turbances in the city. Enver Bay. one 
of the young Turk leaders, has sent a 
company of infantry to guard each 
legation. 


At 10 o'clock the firing had almost

tack on the barracks, as Pera is still 
strongly occupied with companies o£ 
infantry stationed 
in 
nearly every 


street and detailed to guard every em- 
bassy. The American embassy is thus 
protected and the young Turks are 
protecting all hotels and banks in the 
Pera quarter, where Americans and 
Europeans are gathered in security. 


Prom the head of th? Grande Rue de 


Pera, the main street, one was able to 
get a partial view o£ the operations. 
The brilliant sunlight now and then 
flashed on the field, showing a land- 
scape'of gun rims or a succession of 
sparkles as a machine gun slowly fired 
away at segments o£ the thin line o£ 
infantry, which could be seen with the 
aid of a glass. At the Tasch Kischla 
barracks tho sultan's men were re- 
turning the rifle fire steadily. Pres- 
ently the loyal troops occupied'the mil- 
itary school nearby and fired on the 
advance, while a considerable rein- 
forcement from the Yildiz Kiosk bar- 
racks joined the troops nt Tasch 
Kischla, where the Saloniki chausseurs, 
accused of betraying the constitutional 
cause, were defending themselves. 


Did Not Mean to Bombard Sultan. 
It appears now that the constitu- 


tionalists did not intentionally shell 
Yildlz Kiosk. 
The aim of their fire 


was the barracks outside the palace 
enclosure and some of the shells fell 
within the Ylldiz walls. The gunners 
took their time and fired at regular In- 
tervals and their projectiles landed in 
the long yellow brick structure oc- 
cnupied by the troops. 


At 10 o'clock there was only a light 


rifis fire In replj-. Five or six bat- 
teries of artillery were in action. Sev- 
en or eight battalions of infantry were 
disposed In a semi-circle around the 
palace and the attached quarters.- 


The troops within the city brought 


comparatively few suns into action. 
They dropped somo shells Into Schutarl 
on the other side of the Bosphorus and 
caused considerable 
disorder among 


the attacking forces. 


Daserierg Were Fired On. 


Five shells fell within fifteen min- 


utes near the head of the Grande Rue 
de Pera and caused some confusion. 
A few minutes later fifty soldiers came 
running into tho Grande Rue from a 
side alley and debouched in the rear 
! of tho attackers. They were fired on 
| sharply and one or two were wounded 
i before they were able to explain that 


Palace hotel. There was a scurry to 
the windows, but ns the tourists were 
unable to see anything from their posi- 
tion they merely abandoned their coffre 
and loft the city at 7 o'clock, according 
to their program. 


The artillerists at the Taxlm bar- 


racks were guilty of gross treachery- 
They hoisted the white flag and there- 
by enticed the Solonlkl Infantrymen 
to close range. As tho Saloniki men 
were approaching the barracks across 
nn open plccn of ground to receive the 
surrender the force within opened fire 
on them with a heavy shell gun nnrt 
forced thorn to rntrent. "The Saloniki 
artillery then shelled the battery, In- 
flicting hoavy damage. The barracks 
twenty minutes Inter worn rushed by 
tho Invading troops and there was 
hand to hand fighting In tho bnrracks' 
yard and 
the cemetery 
bohind the 


structure. In which the casualties wer« 
very heavy. 


Kept Up Stubborn Resistance. 


In spite 
of tho surrender of the 


Ylldiz Kiosk garrison, where the white 
flag had been hoisted, another detach- 
ment of the sultan's body guard, quar- 
tered In the Top Hanch barracks, con- 
tinued a stubborn resistance for some 
time longer. 
They barricaded them- 


selves In n mosque, but finally were 
overpowered. 


The grounds of the Belgian legation 


were occupied by a detachment of the 
local garrison, who took up a position 
to oppose the advance of tho constitu- 
tionalists. In the subsequent skirm- 
ish the legation was riddled with bul- 
lets. 
None of the Inmates, however, 


wero hurt. The constitutioaallsts fin- 
ally cleared the grounds. 


Pickets from the corps under the 


commrind of Niazl Bey, hero of the 
revolt at Resna last July, entered Pera 
at half past 10 nnd were loudly cheer- 
ed by the people. 


Police patrols at 11 o'clock were vis- 


iting the shops, assuring the occu- 
pants that they had nothing to fear 
and inviting them to open. 


Ambassador Lelshman sent the party 


of .sixty American tourists to a steam- 
er about to leave Constantinople under 
the protection of a guard of soldiers 
supplied him by the local command- 
ant. The ambassador then visited the 
leading hotels where Americans are 
staying to reassure them that their 
part of the city was secure and that 
they were in no danger. 


American Feeds Soldiers, 


The guard in front of tho American 


embassy is in command of a colonel 
who wears the uniform of a private 
soldier. When'this detachment reach- 
ed the'embassy 
it was completely 


fagged out by its long march. 
The 


embassy supplied them with coffee, 
rolls and cigarettes. 
The soldiers 


picketing tho streets and collecting 
arms from civilians, as well as men in 
uniform, piled- all the weapons they 
secured in tho embassy enclosure, 
where there is a rapidly growing col- 
lection o£ weapons of all kinds, includ- 
ing knives, 
hatchets.

For copper, brass and

For the former it comes into use wlion 
hot dishes have made white places by 
removing the varnish. To dispel these 
stains suit should be thickly scattered 
over the spot and then ;is much olive 
oil poured on as the suit will absorb. 
From time to time more salt may be 
added.

to twenty-friiir hours, according to the 
depth of the injury.

The Annual Street Outlays Needed 


With the figures of the1 last five talks in'hand one is able to arrive at an ap- 


• proximate estimate, as it seems to us, of the cost to the City of bringing its 
streets up to date and .keeping them there. 


We have allowed five years for completing the work as being about the limit 


of patience for a community suffering as much as ours from present and past neg- 
lect, of streets. 
. 
' 


. Now let .us make a summary of these figures, see what they combine to de- 


mand in the way of City expenditures annually and then take up the question of 
how Fort Wayne can best secure the funds. 


We take it for granted that Fort Wayne is too regardful of its own interests 


and good name and too self-respecting as a city to complacently remain at the 
rear of the procession Avhen it is convinced that this is where it really stands. 


If a certain expenditure is required to bring the City up to date, to make it" 


as desirable for the greater purposes of life as its sister cities, a way will be fourid 
to finance the necessary expeuse'involved. 


The most serious handicap to progress in Fort Wayne'has been, it seems to 


us, an unfortunate ignorance of where we stand as compared with other cities of 
Fort Wayne's class, combined with a lack of definiteness in the civic achieve- 
ments at which we should aim. 
. 


In five years we ought to be able'to are what AVB need as -a basis for municipal 
progress. 


Then with the right civic spirit we shall not only achieve greater things, but 


achieve them economically—with the least incidental waste of means and time. 


lu five years we ough to be able to surprise ourselves not only with the rela- 


tive ^position and comparative attractiveness of Fort Wayne among the cities of 
Indiana and the country generally, but with the increased values always attach- 
ing to improvements and progress in live cities. 


As a definite step to this end, then, let us work out the cost of certain essential 


features of civic progress and- consider ways and means thereto. 


From our figures in recent talks we find that additional annual City 'disburse-

P. J-, Kelly's -2xceJlsnt Lecture at Y. 


• M. C. A. 


• One of the most interesting lectures 
of the season at the Railroad Y. M. C. 
A. was that delivered by P. J. Kelly, of 
Melbourne, Australia, last night, but 
less than 100 people turned out to 
hear,, it. Air.- Kelly talked about his 
native country, giving a brief history 
of the country, and the people, which in 
some features are very similar to the 
history of the United States and the 
people who reside therein. Govern- 
ment and municipal control of the rail- 
T?ays, telegraph, express and telephone 
service is a feature of Australia ancl 
IJr. Kelly ..paifl, considerable attention 
to it, making comparisons with meth- 
ods in th«rUnited States,- which in some 
ways- was not very complimentary to 
us. In Australia human life is placed 
over--and above' all- else1 in the opera- 
tions of railways and the good effects 
of "this rule is noticeable in the very 
small number of fatalities. The immi- 
gration'laws'are'also superior to ours, 
Mr. Kelly said, it being impossible for 
an undesirable immigrant getting citi- 
zenship in Australia. 
Colored peoplo 


are barred entirely and white -pebpla 
must pass a rigid 
educational and 


moral examination and have a certain 
sum of money before they will be ad- 
mitted.

no millionaires 


there aiid' h'o paupers. ' When a citi- 
zen reaches' tlie ago of sixty-five he is 
given a' pension which is sufficient to 
keep him in comfortable circumstances 
the remainder' o'f his life.

The Motion for New Trial 


is Denied by Huntingtoit 


Judge. 


Judge R. K. Ervrln. chief counsel for 


John Baker, convicted at Himtington' 
of participation in the murder ol Mar- 
shal Columbus Croy at AVoodburn, •will 
appeal from the decision ol Judge S. 
E. Cook, who yesterday overruled a 
motion for a. new trial In the case. The 
usual time was granted for filing a 
bill of exceptions. 


Croat dependence was placed by the 


defense upon the confession of Clar- 
ence Omo that he hud given perjured 
testimony in the case, but Judge Cook 
evidently did not think this evidence 
of very great Importance an he re- 
garded it as simply cumulative of 1m- 
peachins and in cither event it could 
have done little harm and was not re- 
lied upon by the state to any marked 
extent because only Hon. J. il. Robin- 
son, of the prosecution, referred to it 
in the arguments and touched upon it 
very brielly. 


Thn judge said that the Incident in 


which Prosecutor A. E. Thomas gave 
one of the jurors a stump contained 
no clement of impropriety und was 
not of sufllcient importance to bo con- 
sidered in the case. He then reviewed 
the whole case, taking occasion to say 
that the evidence against Baker was 
so strong that it left no doubt in the 
mind of the court of the guilt of tho 
accused.

Meals Means Health 


Hours for Food Should Not be Delayed Even Five Min- 


utes if Digestion is to be Kept Unimpaired. 


Regularity 
of 
hours 
for 
feeding 


children Is most important to health, 
as a variation of even fifteen minutes, 
for a young babe, may make such a 
difference 
in digestion 
that 
illness- 


may be brought on. And'one-of the 
most important details in care that a 
young mother has to learn is the hours 
which are best adapted to feeding. 
Broadly, a tiny baby requires nour- 
ia'hment" "every" rwo' hour's, and "that 
does -not mean two hours and ,a half 
at one time,-and an hour and a half at 
another part of the day. 


Another mistake is to allow baby to 


be too long'over'his food. 
"Unless he 


is really ravenously hungry, he gets a 
certain. amount of fun and diversion 
from'his bottle.' He enjoys it, and in- 
stinctively prolongs the pleasure.. If 
truly hungry, he will absorb his food 
with such rapidity as to' make wind 
colic, possibly, or some, other trifling 
though uncomfortable' ailment, and he 
must be prevented 'from this quite as 
he must be' watched "not to be over 
long about the/meal'.-.-. Half an hour is 
quite too much tirrie to be consumed 
at the repast. Ten minutes; or fifteen 
at the most, is .a long enough period 
for consuming liquid food. - 


Some children who are old enough 


to have solid food, develop a most try- 
ing habit of .eating so slowly as to be 
an hour or even longer, over the most 
simple meal. There is no explanation- 
of this, for even when the appetite 's 
iri healthy condition they do it, and to 
break them is most difficult. The or- 


' flinary dinner of a child of four to 


six year's of age .or old,er. should not 
take more than half an hour, and prop- 
er mastication should be' a part of 
training the same as good table man- 
ners. Food that is not sufficiently re- 
.duced by the teeth, does not nourish 
the body, as that which is pulp' when 
it goes into the stomach.

Unless there Is'.good .reason for the 


change, a child, no matter, what age, 
should be kept on the food on which 
it thrives." If the feeding varies from 
what the infant has been accustomed 
to, the method should still be followed. 
For' instance, if there is a child visit- 
ing the house, its usual, hours must be 
known, and continued, and if it has 
been In the habit of getting its heavy 
meal at a time-different from those at 
home effort should be made-to let the 
individual regime continue. Otherwise 
the -visitor is likely to become ill. 


For example, "a child of nine years, 


who has been having her hearty meal 
at six'o'clock, went' recently to visit 
some relatives ,who gave it to her in 
the middle of the day,' with bread arid 
milk at night.

told her mother that she had been 
hungry all the time'at night,-that .she 
had to sleep and was really ill for 
three days afterward.

basis is 


that the longer the hair'the more 'diffi- 
cult it is to draw nourishment from 
its length from tlie scalp, and that ;: 
child's head should not be subjected to 
such a .strain. 
When there is 'pro- 


nounced weakness In the hair this may 
be tenable, but in ordinary cases I 
think a child's locks may be left to 
grow at will, taking care that they are 
well brushed and carefully treated.

It will pair. A'ictor Murdock to have his pet skeleton 


rattled before the public gaze, but. nevertheless, the 
truth is to be served. Murdock once dipped Into fic- 
tion. He wrote n book. Murdock's hair Is red, wiry 
and very curly. If a temperament may be red, wiry 
and curly, such is Munlock's. 


These things may account for the fact that after 


the young man's father, the late M. M. Murdock, read 
his son's manuscript, remarks were made that singed 
the sagebrush on the nearby Kansas plain. 


But Victor was ynnng In those days, not well out 


of bis teens, and so It was natural, right and proper 
that he should Imve more wisdom than his father. 
The result was that his manuscript, surreptitiously 
placed In the hands of a New York publisher, became 
proof sheets, and full arrangements were made for the 
publication of the book. Then Colonel Murdock in- 
terfered. 
A private financial deal was made with 


the publisher, and the manuscript and proof sheets 
were destroyed. And erotic literature lost a gem. 


Soon after Victor Murdock attained his majority 


he decided, against the advice of his wise old father, 
that Wichita and Kansas were narrowing for him. 
In Chicago lie saw a fit arena for the display of his 
prowess. H. H. Koblsaat made a place for the red 
hatred boy on the Chicago luter Ocean, and young 
Murdock announced that he would be the sensation 
of Chicago journalism, write the best sellers of the 
year, write the most popular song and, in the versa- 
tility of .his genius, write u play that would establish 
the American drama upon a sound foundation. 


All of these things he would do, or ho would return 


to Wichita and ruu for Congress iu the district which 
Jerry Simpson was then making famous. He as- 
sured his father he might become Governor of Kan- 
sas, an ambition which the elder Murdock long 
nursed, and which his failure to oblaiu most persons 
believe to have been a loss to Kansas. 


Victor Murdock aged rapidly and lost much of the 


callowness o£ youth. He quickly saw tlic absurdity 
of his varied ambitions, and. though his success in 
Chicago was assured, he returned to his native city, 
there to serve an apprenticeship in the ofllce of the 
Wichita Eagle, which his •father had laid upon a, 
broad foundation. 


In the days when young Murdock was making life 


a joy for his family friends and building up his 
father's vocabulary of cuss words—never a small 
one—Joseph G-. Cannon was recognized as one of the 
vctcraus of the House of Representatives in Con- 
gress. He was chafing under tlie time honored rules 
of tliat august body, and was determined to upset 
traditions that made it impossible for ambitious men 
to rise above the sub-surface. 


The year thnt Victor Murdock made his dip into 


Chicago journalism Mr. Cannon was retired tempo- 
rarily by his constituency, which, however, quickly 
saw the error of its ways and sent him back to Wash- 
ington two years later with instructions to renew his 
effort to turn things inside out 


The wheel of time finally turned, lipnring Mr. Can- 


non upward on its rico. Thomas B. Keed. the original 
Tsar of the House of Itepresentatives, retired. 
And 


finally Mr. Cannon became Speaker of that body, 
which he first entered in ISTli, when Victor ilurdock 
was u puling infant. 


Mr. Cannon's views changed with bis assumption 


of power. He saw the necessity of stringent rules. 
Young and ambitious members must be suppressed. 
Individualism 1ms little place in the House of Itepre- 
srntativi'S. A machine controlled and operated by 
Mr. Cannon meant the welfare of the country. Then, 
just as Mr. Cannon and his luuchiue were getting well 
under way, Kansas sent from.the old 3erry Simpson 
district :i tiery, red haired youth to Washington to 
become one of the republican majority in the House 
of Iti'presentatives. Victor Murdock was there with 
his tawny temperament, looking for an opportunity to 
make an insurgent out of himself, tlmuli it Is his" 
personal declaration that he is not a leader even 
among Insurgents—merely one who Is trying to better 
conditions. 


In Kansas baiting the Santa FCi Railroad is a 


State wide amusement and entertainment. After the 
crops have, been garnered a holiday is declared, anil 
every loyal son of Kansas goes out Into Tom's square 
and denounces the Santa Ft. So it was that young 
Mr. Murdock gave his llrst attention in Washington 
to railroad affairs. He wanted to find out just exactly 
how much the national government was paying the 
Santa KC- for carrying malls from Kansas. In a letter 
recently written to one (if his personal friends In New 
York Mr. Murdock wrote:— 


"After I had been down here a while I discovered a 


thing which had been bidden away for thirty-live 
years, having escaped four special commissions 
which had made a search of the premises for it and 
one expert statistician who was paid $3,000 for bis 
effort. 


"What I found was'this:—In the computation for 


finding the average dally weight, upou which average 
dally weight the government paid the. railroads for 
the carriage of the mall, tbc 1'ost OUice Department 
had been weighing the malls seven days, that Is, 
every day in the week, and then dividing by six to 
get the average daily weight. In other words, the 
department included Sunday in the dividend, but ex- 
cluded it iu the divisor. 


"By this process I figured out that in thirty-four 


years the government had overpaid the railroads 
?70,000,000, and at the moment of discovery was over- 
paying them at'the rate of ?o,000,000 a year. 


"Self-evident as this proposition was, it was so 


astounding as to inspire disbelief. 
Over a. period 


covJJlng months I made the light in committee and 
In tin; open House for a correction. I mndc every . 
possible motion under the rules that could bo made. 
I dinned the proposition Into the curs of the House 
day after day, and the highest vote I ever received in 
that light was IT out of a membership of 387. 


"Immediately after Congress adjourned Roosevelt, 


to whom I had appealed, corrected the practice by nu 
Executive order issued by the Postmaster General. 
There is not a soul in the United States who defends 
the old computation to-day. 


"It was this which started me in ihe campaign 


against the rules. Having had the experience and 
actual demonstration of the pitiable helplessness of 
the individual Representative, even when armed with 
a proposition that in its very nature was undeniably 
just, it became to me a compelling duty to free the 
vehicle o£ legislation.'1 


Mr. Cannon has great admiration for the red haired 


Knnsan. He likes him, but he despises his methods. 
Mr. Cannon certainly believes that the wheels of gov- 
ernment will be clogged if individualism is not sup- 
pressed in the House of Representatives. His rules, 
in his opinion, are saving the government from disas- 
ter. Mnrdnck holds to the contrary, and so long as 
he holds he may be trusted to continue his fight from 
bis seat on the floor o£ the Hous- of Congress.

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OR a period which extends backward'into the past 
further than the memory of any living man there 
have been frequent outbursts of criticism against 


the' rules of the House of Representatives. 


It has been declared in the -public press, in maga- 


zines and by a great multitude of people who know 
nothing about these rules, as well as by a few who 
have known something about them, that the system 
of procedure in the House of Representatives Is harsh, 
arbitrary and unjust, and even subversive of the will 
of the people. And yet, through all these criticisms, 
the members'of the House of Representatives, who 
have worked under the rules and who have known 
most about them, have continued to readopt them in 
substance. Congress after Congress,. regardless of 
political changes in control of the House. At intervals 
of ten or twenty years they have made substantial 
reforms, but the changes made In the. course of these 
reforms have not at all times borne any close relationsr 
to the criticisms made in the country at iurge. 
: 


In other words, the House of Representatives has 


occasions, where important measures are up, those 
present number from two to three- hundred, *nd 
sometimes practically the entire membership are 
present and participate in the proceedings. 


Members of the House of Representatives arc not 


men new to legislative life, prone to follow a leader- 
ship with docility or to accept the conclusions of 
others. Many, of them have served iu State legisla- 
tures before coming to Washington and usually have 
been leaders in those bodies. They have none of the 
timidity or the diffidence which characterizes the 
men who for the first time find themselves members 
of a legislative body; so that even new members oC 
tha House of Representatives are likely to come 
forward often as participants in debate during their 
first terms. But still further is the peculiarity of the 
House of Representatives accentuated when we re- 
member that a very large proportion of its member- 
ship is composed of men who have served a long 
time on its floor. 


. If one will give the rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives a critical study ho will find that most of 
them, excepting a few of the earlier rules adapted 
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always acted on the principle that it knew more about 
fronl tlie Continental Congress, were not framed on 


its own rules than did the critics who write for the "">' f nf,ral ^eory, but were simply adopted from 
magazinea and the newspapers. There is, however, a tl.me to tlnle *<> l:em«1J' ccrtai!1 <lifhcuU.es or certain 
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rational underlying cause for' the favor with which 
the public greets the criticism levelled against the 
rules. In the first place, a legislative body like the 
House of Representatives is always subject to adverse 
criticism, both for that which it does and that which 
It does .not do. Criticisms and the opposition which 
the functions of governing arouse in modern States, 
with their highly complicated interests, make the task 
impossible except to bodies ilka Parliaments and Cou- 
gresses which may come in. from time to time, with 
direct mandates from the people, and which at fre- 
quent or stated intervals,-of short duration may go 
out. leaving the difficult task to be taken up by- new 
and fresb hands. This shows why n Congress, and 
especially a House of Representatives, mast always 
be subject to criticism, and why that criticism will 
even include the rules of procedure. 


The rules are apt to be blamed both for those 


things that are done and. for those things that are 
not done, and ready instigators of this criticism are 
always found in the body itself, among those mem- 
bers-Vho have been -unable to obtain the legislation 
•which their constituents may have desired or have 
been unsuccessful In preventing other 
legislation 


which their constituents may not have desired. 


The peculiar conditions in the House -of Kcprescnt 


and attain the necessary end of forwarding 


the public business. In the same way the precedents 
of the House have grown up from the rulings of the 
Chair, made from time to time to keep the system of 
procedure on right theories and in the line of efficiency. 
Hence the present law of the House is the accumu- 
lated wisdom of all the past experience of this great 
parliamentary body. 


A few illustrations will show the perils of lax rul- 


ings by the Chair, or of unwise rules, nnd the inven- 
tiveness of able parliamentarians on the floor in tak- 
ing advantage of such errors and finding methods to 
paralyze the action of tbc House. There was formerly 
a rule that prior to the call of tlie roll on a vote it 
should be in order to move thnt any member "be ex- 
cused from voting." This would seem to be a very 
innocent and useful rule, yet the astute men who 
were in action on the floor of the House two genera- 
tions ago. for purposes of 
certain legislation, built tip 
ness in the following way:— 


A member would move that Mr. .Tones be excused 


from voting on the pending question. The yeas and 
nays would be ordered on the motion, when another 
member would move thnt Mr. Smith be excused on 
the motion to excuse Mr. Jones, and as the question

A still more interesting example of the extent to 


.which highly trained men will carry their use of tech- 
nicalities in affecting their purposes in a legislative 
body is shown by the. growth of the well known 
system of obstructing public business by silence of 
members on a roll call for a vote. This was called 
"breaking, a quorum." 
John Quincy Adams, of 


Massachusetts, was the innocent originator of this 
ingenious scheme of obstruction, when, one early 
Sunday morning, n's the House was sitting past the 
hour of midnight of Saturday, he refused to answer 
to his name on the roll call because be did not wish 
to participate in business on a Sunday. The House 
was put in a state of uproar by this proceeding, so 
unusual at that time, and one extravagant member 
predicted that if the example should be followed it 
would be possible to tie up the government. Such a 
result did not then seem at all likely, but. in point of 
fact, the example was followed, nnd for half a cen- 
tury after John Quincy Adams' refusal to vote the 
idea which be then for the llrst time suggested to 
members was used to obstruct measures." some of 
great importance to the public interest. The policies 
o£ the responsible political party in the House were 
repeatedly thwarted, and the impotence of majorities 
became a subject of jest. 


It is obvious from examples liko these that strict 


rules only can preserve the House of Representatives 
from anarchy and confusion. A still further reason 
for strict rules is the fact, that individualism must be 
repressed in a House having a membership of 3!)I 
members. It is manifestly impossible for each in- 
dividual to participate as often as be wishes in de- 
bate or iu the making of. motions. There must be a 
si-lection of the men who are to have (V.c floor, and 
there must be a limitation on the time which each 
member may occupy. 
This can only be done 


through strict rules rigidly applied.

In the intention of the constitution tbe Sneaker 


was to be the presiding otSce- of. the House. 
In 


practice at the beginning of the twentieth ccatury he 


is the House itself. Under the rules and practices 
the Speaker has initiative and power. The individ- 
ual member lias not. Speaker Cannon represents the 
people of 301 districts; he is responsible to the peo- 
ple of oue district ouly—the Danville (111.) district, his 
own. 


Inheriting much from tbe past, and adding a stone 


here and there himself, his ramparts have been 
strong. But a breach' lias been made in the wall. 
How big is it? ' • 


Before tbat can be answered it is necessary to 


study the wall itself. It: .wil,l then appear just how 
much of It was torn away when the Cannon machine 
took the Fitzgerald resolution to save itself. 


In its principal points the power of the Speaker is 


threefold. 
There is, first, the power of inquisitorial 


recognition; second, the power which comes throng!* 
his control of and membership on the Committee on 
Kules and tlic •appointment of all committees: third, 
control over business. 


At present, in practice the Speaker may say to a 


member who has obtained recognition when the 
member is in order and has made his motion, "The 
gc"ntluman Is not recognized for that purpose." 


By his control of (lie Committee nn Rules and his 


participation in its deliberations, and by the appoint- 
ment of other committees, the Speaker is enaMed to 
enact loyally to the person and policies of the chair- 
men of coinmiltee's, and because be designates chair- 
men he is enabled to obtain llnMr loyalty to him and 
his policies. There is no word so powerful iu the 
House as this:—"The Speaker wants it." 


He has control over business. Certain bills In the 


House are privileged—that is. they have the right of 
priority in consideration. They may be called up an 
any time. Tlio Speaker designates when Ilipy shall 
bo called up and when they shall be held bade. And 
tlie Committee on Hules. of which the Speaker is a 
member ami which he dominates, may at ;uty time 
bring in a special order setting aside any other busi- 
ness which happens to be in the. way. It is a curious 
circumstance thai while no American crowd would 
tolerate .1 baseball game without (lie implied assur- 
ance that the distance between the pitcher and the 
home plate would remain the same throughout the 
pimp, at least three hundred nnd seventy-live Repre- 
sentatives habitually attend sessions with no clear 
idea of what will be sprung next and what the con- 
ditions of the contest, will be. 


The power of inquisitorial recognition remains, and 


with it the power of the Speaker over the. Committee 
on littles nnd in cc.niiiiitlce r.pjmintmcms. In their 
is tiie real secret of the Speaker's Inordinate power. 
That they will bo attacked is inevitable. The people
